Callas were banked across the 
front, below the large show window, 
smilax lightly wreathed the sash 
like a delicate fretwork, and branches 
of; the fragrant pitsforum were care- 
lessiy hung upon the doors. Choice va- 
riegated shrubs were on either side, 
while overlapping fan palm leaves ran 


upon a heavy bank of 
immortelles with an elaborate mono- 
gram in the center. In the window 
there was an elaborate floral piece rep- 
resenting the California building at the 
World’s Fair, carefully following the 
Moorish design of the original, which 
attracted a constant crowd of observers. 

Commencing with Mr. Frenwith’s 
store on State street, the entire busi- 
ness block, ending with Mr. Emerson’s, 
including Mr. Edwards, Joseph Sexton 
~& Son, Mr. Chambers and Mr. Loomis’s 
Mexican art leather store, was dec- 
orated in a way which relieved the 
monotonous and modest architecture of 
the buildings and at the same timo pre- 
sented a pleasing unity and harmony.

A hanging bas- 
ket filled with delicate yellow flowers 
was suspended upon a moss-covered 
bracket below, overhanging the side- 
walk. Arched over the entrances to the 
stores, upon a solid groundwork of 
green, appeared the names of the firms, 
worked in feathery bits of pampas 
plumes studded with white and yellow 
Overlapping fan palm 
leaves simulated columns rising to the 
roof on either side, where the foliage 
of the pepper trees formed a light 
fringe overhanging the cornice. Two 
large semi-circular windows above were 
draped with white and gold, knotted to

THE STREET PARADE. 

The procession formed and moved up 
State street at 2 o’clock, and was the 
most brilliant and beautiful pageant 
evér seen in Santa Barbara and per- 
haps onthe whole Pacific Coast. | 

The most dignified feature of the pro- 
cession was the George Washington 
coach, modeled strictly after that his- 
torical vehicle, and filled with ladies 
and gentlemen in the stately dress of 
the Continental period. The coach 
was covered with gray moss, and cov- 
ered with festoons of the delicate lilac 
of thé wisteria, contrasting with the 
shell-pink of the Duchess roses, and the 
dresses Of the ladies were in one or the 
other of these colors. The coach was 
drawn by six gray horses. Seated 


‘within it wereGen. and Lady Washing- 


ton, impersonated by George Butler of 
New York, the well-known portrait 
painter, and Mrs. Cornelius Felton. 
Facing them were Mr. Ilsley, Mrs. Ira 
Davenport of New York, Mr. Stokes of 
San Francisco and Miss,Elezena Felton. 
Upon the top of the coach were Miss 
Margaret Hazard, Miss Lily Rogers of 
Buffalo, Miss Hooper and Miss Bee 
Hooper of San Francisco,and Joseph 
Gilbert of Milwaukee. The footmen 
were impersonated by Robert Rogers of 
Buffalo and Alex Sedgwick of Stock- 
bridge, Mass. The coach was de- 
signed by Mrs. Sedgwick, with the ad- 
vice of Mrs. Rowland Hazard. It took 
the,first prize in its class. 

Santa Barbara has learned to look 
to Mrs. F. H. Wheeélan for new and 
bright thoughts, and when a gay Span- 
ish market-wagon came into sight the 
spectators were not slow to trace the 
design to those who occupied it.

A TOWN WIPED OUT. | 

(Mo.,) April 12.---A regular 
cyclone visited the nofthern part of 
thiscounty lastevening. Trees, fences, 
houses and barns were demolished and 
many persons killed and injured. 

The greatest loss of life is reported 
from Coudray, a mining town of about 
three hundred people. Only three 
houses were left standing there and 
nine persons were Killed and many 
others injured. 

Joe Woffard, Maley Mitchell, Andy 
Aft and J. A. Pearman, farmers on the 
Dry Fork, lost their houses, and many 
of the occupants were injured.

Detroit, April 12.—[By the Associ 
ated. Press.}| A tornado struck Yysilanti 
about 7:30 o’clock this evening and 
caused heavy damage in the business 
section by demolishing almost all the 
buildings and several residences. As 
far as can be ascertained at present 
nobody was killed, but quite a number 
received injuries. It is impossible to 
obtain any news from the town, as allthe 
telegraph and telephone wires are down. 
An Associated Press representative 
saw H. Mason, manager of the Central 
Telephone Exchange at Ypsilanti, and 
obtained some particulars of the storm 
from him. Mason came here after 
the storm in an injured condition. He 
said: ‘‘About 7:30 o'clock the tornado 
struck Ypsilanti and swept through its 
center, leaving destruction in its path. 
As far as I can remember, twelve or 
fifteen of the principal business 
blocks in the city were de- 
molished and others had their roofs 
torn off and otherwise damaged. — 
Several dwellings were also wrecked. 
I heard of nobody being killed. Quite 
a number of people were injured, but it 
is not known how many or the extent of 
their injuries. Everything is in con-- 
fusion, and it is impossible to get any-

rapid, rebound of 8 cents. The whole 
trade geemed to feel that the fate of 
the great plunger, Ed Pardridge, hung 
in the balance, and the feeling of ner- 
vousness and anxiety was widespread. 
He covered his enormous ‘‘short”’ sales 
heavily yesterday, and the opening to- 
day found every one who had dealings 
with him calling him heavily for mar- 
gins away beyond the market. His po- 
sition was supposed to be weakened by 
the advances in July, as he-was sus-

Extraordinary efforts 
will be made to secure an adjudication 
upon the Chinese Exclusion Act by the 
Supreme Court at this term.

“WA prophet is not without honor, but 
in his own country, and among his own 
kin. and in his own house.’’ 

This scriptural aphorism is probably.as 
true of weather prophets as of any other 
sort. #or more thana vear past THE 
Times has published weekly the weather 
forecasts of W. T. Foster of St. Joseph, 
Mo., and it is the only paper in Cali- 
fornia that has published them. If we 
had not found them wonderfully accur- 


ate we certainly would not have paid |. 


money for them and continued their 
At the 
outset we went to some expense and de- 
voted considerable study to inform our- 


| selves concerning the system which Mr. 


Foster pursues, and we are convinced 
that itis scientific and deserves the 
highest consideration from meteorolo- 
gists. But as meteorelogy is as yet 
a young science, and the _ pub- 
lic are not generally informed 
concerning its technicalities, we may 
naturally expect there will be more or 
less prejudice against these predic-. 


tions, and a good deal of misunderstand- 


ing concerning them. This prejudice 
and misunderstanding has been persist- 
ently cultivated by our contemporaries, 
probably on account of professional: 
pique, because THE Times publishes the 
forecasts exclusively, and has several 
times called attention to notable pre- 
dictions and their fulfillment. We have 
not attempted to answer all of the carp- 


_ing and unjust criticisms that have been: 


published—not because there was any 
lack of ‘Justification for the forecasts, 
but. because we consider most of the*ob- 
jections raised too trivial to demand at- 
tention.

The fortune 
of an almanac-maker was wont to be 
assured in the old days in the East if, in 
the course of a year, two or three of his 
predictions turned out to be verified. 
.To show the utter fatuity of the above 
criticism we have only to note that the 
same issue of the Herald that published 
it Contained in its telegraphic columns 
a verification of Foster's forecast. The

Thesame storm wave 
may bring to one locality snow or hail, 
to another locality rain or.a tornado, to 
another high winds:and to another 
warm, pleasant weather. In his pre- 
dictions fpr the Pacific Coast, Foster 
comfines himself mostly to tracing the 
genetal gtorm movement? He does not

a ‘‘prophet.’’ He does not claim any 
inspirational prevision or clairvoyance, 
or anything of the sort; but he elabo- 


~rates his forecasts by the most careful. 


‘methods, basing his calculations on the 
principles of planetary: meteorology. 
In this he is‘doing just as legitimate sci- 
entific work as the astronomer who 
forecasts an eclipse, an occultation or a 
transit. The ignoramuses of the coun- 
try have learned better than to sneer 
atan astronomer when he foretells a 
celestial phenomenon a year, or evena 
hundred years, inadvance. Why should 
they sneer at a man who is able to pre- 
dict a meteorological disturbance a 
week or two weeks in advance? | 
Of course we all know that every de- 
cided advance in science has had to 
pass through the ordeal of indifference, 
incredulity, bigoted opposition, ridicule 
and sometimes of persecution, But the 
stage of ridicule generally precedes 
closely the stage of respectful accept- 
ance. ‘he science of meteorology, as 
we stated, is young vet.

We claim that ‘THE in publish- 
ing Foster’s forecasts is not only per- 


forming a material service for this 


Coast, but is doing something of an ea-

STARTLING COLOR CONTRASTS. 


{From Our-Regular New York Fashion-Cor-~ 
-Yespondent.] 

Fashion decrees that large plaited 
stuffs are to be worn this spring and 
next summer in combination with plain 
woolens or silks. One model has a round 
waist which fastens.in the center, and 
the jacket fronts lap over each other 
and fasten with large buttons.

forms a point at the bottom. As the 


material used in this example is of al- 
most rep-like stiffness it will be suffi- 
cient to line the full skirt with cloth or 
satin, and it will still have the fashion- 

able flare. It fits snugly over the hips, 
but falls in large, stiff folds behind. The 
-bottom‘is finished with a piece of bias 
material about five inches wide, and is 
tied with ribbon butterfly bows in 
spaces of about seven inches. 

The checks of these plaids are large, 
as has been said, and the colors are 
often strongly contrasted. Indeed, the 
present rules for combinations of 
shades permit many contrasts which 
were at one time considered inadvisa- 
ble. Thus white and scarlet is quite 
the thing for evening and. reception 
wear. Dresses are seen having the 
skirt white and the bodice scarlet, satin 
being a favorite material. Or the gown 
may be all, white except the sleeves, and 
these may be of cherry colored velvet 
or satin. When one sees such a gown 
she is obliged to confess that the effect 
is not garish at all. Pink and purple 
may sound dreadfully, and, of course, I 
cannot explain on paper that pink and 
purple, when inthe right shades, are 
beautiful.

A Visit to the Site of the Proposed . © 
Headworks. 


Members of the City Council and Other 
Officials Look Over the Ground—

Ge J. Griffith, the owner ‘of the Los 
Feliz ranch, accompanied by ex-Coun- 
cilman Sabichi, led the »way, and the 
others followed. After driving along 
the river road, and discussing mean- 


while the condition of the ‘streets and 


other matters of municipal interest, 
the gatehouse of the Crystal Springs 
Water Company wag reached, where a 
stop was made. 

The gatehouse was closed, 80 that the 
quantity of water comjng into it from 
the two pipes from.above could not be 
ascertained, neitherp could the compar- 


| ative amounts of such water be meas- 
‘| ured. 


City Engineer Dogieweller, showed a 
map of that locality, which map he had 
brought with him and explained in re- 
gard to the position of the Crystal 
Springs Company's pipes. ‘The land 
thereabouts is nearjy flat, the hills on 
each side of the valley rising somewh 
abruptly from it. Mr, Griffith said that 
he had deeded to the city all the water 
rights on the Los Feliz/ranch, but nad 
granted: the Crystal Springs Company 
the privilege of laying its pipes on his 
land. 

After viewing the ‘situation trom this 
point for a few minutes, the party pro. 
ceeded along the’ river road: While 
the stream proper is fifty feet or less 
in width, the ground for a.considera- 
ble distance on each side of it on a large 
part of the way contains a dense growth 
of willows and smajler vegetation, such 
as is usually found where the earth is 
moist. 

A short stop was made in order to 
give the gentlemen an opportunity to 
see the recently fixed boundary line be- 
tween the Los Fellz and Providencia 
ranches. 

The road led several times across the 
river and one of the conveyances came 
very near being imbedded jin the quick- 
sand at one of the crossings before the. 
horses could pull it away. , 

At a point near Barbank a sharp turn 
to the left was taken, and after going for 
a mile or two further the party stopped — 
and some one whovhad kindly acted 
in the capacity of a supply committee 
reported favorably inthe matter of a 
luncheon. ‘This réport was specially 
adopted and the contents of, the lunch 
baskets disappeared at an astonishing 


pace. Water~~Overseer~ Bilderrain;~—~ 
who head been following the., party, 


drove up just in time to assist. 
The drive was coptinued on the road. 
near the river, and the. stakes locating 
the boundary lines of the proposed pur- 
chase were shown. . The. boundary 
lines on the southern side of this land 
run from one to another of the, peaks of 
the hills along the south side of the 
river. Somebody wanted to know why 
the city should purchase land for water- 
supply purposes extending to the teps 
of these hills, and it was explained that 
it would cost no more than to the foot 
of them. 3 

The river through this part of its 
course flows ina narrow stream and 
much more rapidly than below, which 
fact would indicate a heavy grade. 

The location of the stake fixing the 
southwestern boundary of the 400 


| acres was visited. From that point the 


boundaries run easterly and northerly, 
at or very nearly at right angles to each 
other. The line running. northerly 
strikes the river within. a short distance 
of the stake and eresses the stream 
about one-fourth @f a mile above its 
junction with the Tejunga River. The 
northerly line continues about one- 
fourth of. a mile, where the boundary 
turns at righc angles im an easterly di- 
rection until after, iter crosses the Te- 
junga River. 

The party returned to the city by way 
of Cahuenga Pass and the Temple road, 
several matters ofneeded improvement 
in conditions of streets being called to 
the attention of the Councilmen while 
on the way. 

The tract ofjand offered to the city 
for $80,000, and which is a portion of 
the Providencia ranch, contains 434.92 
acres. By placing the head of the pro- 
posed new waterworks within this 
tract the water of the river may perco- 
late into the pipes and yet’have sufi- 
cient fall to it to the my at the 
required pressure.‘

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OUR STEVE AT HOME| 


Return of Senator White from 
the East. — 


Some Plain Talk About the Situa- 
tion at Washington. 


Reports of Dissensions in the Cali- 
fornia Delegation Denied. 


Mr. Cleveland Disposed to Treat the Coast 
+ Fairly in the Matter of Appoint- 
ments—The Harbor Question— 
Diplomatic Possibilities. 


United States Senator Stephen M. | 


White, accompanied by Mrs. White, ar- 
rived home from Washington yesterday 
afternoon. The overland, train was 
about an hogr late and did not reach 
the Arcade ~ depot until nearly sun- 


down. The Senator and Mrs. White | 


were immediately driven to their home 
on South Main street. They left Wash- 
ington April 4 for St. Augustine, Fia., 
where they remained a few days, after 
which they visited relatives in Pensa- 
cola and New Orleans, From the latter 
city they came direct to Los Angeles. 
The Senator wore a summer suit and 
a white Mackinaw straw hat, but on his

arrival discarded them for more sea- 
sonable apparel, -In the South, and 
particularly coming through Texas, the 
Senator said the weather was close and 
warm, the thermometer at one time 
reaching 92°. Otherwise the trip was 
a very pleasant and enjoyable one, 
When asked by a Times representa- 
tive what he cared to say about the San 
Francisco Examiner’s recent expres- 
sions in regard to the alleged inhar- 
monious feeling among the California 


Congressional delegation, Mr. White | 


replied: 

“AS to the attitude of the Examiner 
it ought to be unnecessary to make any 
explanation. It is evident that those 
who are managing that journal have not 
recovered from the castigation they re- 
ceived when I was elected Senator. 
That paper has persistently attempted 
to convey the idea thatthe California 
delegation was not only inharmonious 
but that a good deal of ill-feeling exists 
among its members, all of which is 
wholly untrue. Of course, each of us 


Has our favorites, but there is not a | 


single member of the delegation who is 
now or has been prepared to sacrifice 
the interests of the party or of the State 
- in. order to maintain his individual 
views.”’ 

When further interrogated about 
Mr. Cleveland’s attitude in regard to 
rags appointments, the Senator 
said: 

‘There has been some talk concern- 
ing the appointment of an outsider as 
Minister to Japan: Mr. Dun was 
selected at the request of Judge Thur- 
man of Ohio. His son went to Wash- 
ington and informed Mr. Cleveland that 
the Judge had only one request to make 
of the administration, viz: the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Dun. It might be observed 
that the fortunate gentleman is re- 
lated to the Thurman family. This 
pressure was too much to be resisted. 
I venture the suggestion, however, that 
California will receive recognition in 
the diplomatic line. Mr. Cleveland 
appreciates the efforts of his California 
friends, and has at all times received us 
cordially, and .there is no reason to 
doubt that we will be fairly treated. 
As to Guatemala, Mr. Cleveland was 
personally cognizant of the more than 
common fitness of the gentleman whom 
he selected, and he had evidently made 
up his mind at an early date upon this 
subject. There are two Californians, 
either of whom, in my judgment, might 
have been successful had they applied 


for the Chilean mission, but neither of 


them would accept it.”’ 

In speaking on the subject of. Con- 
indorsements, Mr. White 
said: 

‘As to the value of indorsements I 
can only judge by indications. Mr. 
Cleveland evidently does. not consider 
the indorsement of a delegation con- 

clusive; but does give it great weight. 
He prefers facts to a mere demand for 
appointment. I have not observed any- 
thing arbitrary or peculiar in his treat- 
mentof these questions. Pers onaliv, I 
certainly have no reason to feel ag- 
grieved. He is proceeding slowly and, 
I believe, wisely.’ 
~In reference to the recently revived 
discussion regarding the permanent im- 
provement of a harbor in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, the Senator said: 

‘*With reference tothe sub-committee 
of the Committee on Commerce, which 
has been authorized to visit San Pedro 
and Santa Monica, thefe seems to be 
some misapprehension. Several mem- 
bers of the committee stated that they 
~ personally knew nothing regarding the 
Merits’ of the ports, and 
that, in view of the report of the 
engineers, and the conflicting opinions 
of Senator Frye and some of those who 
agreed with him, they desired to person- 
ally inspect the premises. The debate 
on this question occurred in committee. 
I stated that we would be glad to see 
the entire committee here in California, 
but it soon became apparent that a gen- 
eral attendance could not be secured. 
It was finally resolved that Senator 
Ransom, the chairman, should select 
five Senators as a sub-committee and 
that neither Senator Frye*nor I should 
be among the designated number. It 
became necessary to obtain the consent 
of the Senate, and to procure this Sen- 
ator Frye made his late speech. Sena- 
tor Ransom will notify me whenever 
the sub-committee is appointed, and a 
date will be fxed: of which parties in- 
terested will be advised. It is designed 
that the sub-committee shall visit the 
most important points upon the coast 
seeking Federal aid for harbor im- 
provements,’’ 

In conclusion Senator White said tha 
when he left Washington there was no 
more important business remaining to 
be transacted and that. those Senators 
who found jt convenient to remain are 
merely ‘waiting notil Mr. Cleveland 
sends in a few appointments which he 
desires to have confirmed at once.

Change in the Manage ment of the River- 
side Trust Company. 


-ow—Matthew Gage has resigned his position 


aS Managing director of the Riverside 
Trust Company (Limited.) Although a few 
people were aware of the fact that he had 
under consideration this step, the an- 
nouncement will be a surprise to the citi- 
zens of Southern California. With the 
exception of Mr. Gage the stockholders in 
the company, which has done so much for 
the development of Riverside, and whose 
business has been so successfully managed 
for the interests of this city, are composed 
ot English capitalists. The history of this 
gigantic undertaking may betoldin a few 
words, as follows: Knowing that the value 
of orange land in this region is dependent 
upon an abundant supply of water, and 
being convinced that within the artesian 
belt ot, San Bernardino there was an almost 
inexhaustible supply if properly managed, 
Matthew Gage purchased 2300 acres of 
this artesian land, lying east of the city of 
San Bernardino and twelve milés northeast 
of Riverside. This land lies at an eleva- 
tion such as to supply water to avery 
large acreage of the 
land _lying..above..the upper...canal 
of the Riverside Water Company. Although 
Mr. Gage’s plans were thought by most of 
the citizens to be visionary and he was 
subjected to much ridicule for such a wild 
undertaking. he pushed his project until he 
secured a large flow of water from artesian 


now famous Gage canal, twenty-five miles 
in length, having in its course sixteen tun- 
nels and thirteen flumes. It hasbeen 
greatly improved since, seven miles of it 
having been cemented last winter. Mr. 
Gage purchased 6000 acres of government 
land south of the Turquisquite Arroyo, which 
was put under water. A sum of $1,500,- 
000 had been expended upon the water de- 
velopment, canal and lands when, in March, 
1890, the whole was purchased by the cor- 
poration known as the Riverside Trust 
Company, limited, since which time 
Matthew Gage has been managing director, 
expending vast sumsof money upon the 

provement of the water system and the 
ands owned by it. . 

It is reported that this step has been 
taken by Mr. Gage because of a difference 
of opinion existing between him and some 
of the stockholders as tothe management 
of affairs here. Who isto be Mr. Gage’s 
successor here has not yet been divulged.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


Significant Points in the San -Ber- 
nardino Election. 


What tho Result of the Vote Shows--Dis- 
satisfaction Over the Way in Which 
Municipal Affairs Have Been 
Conducted. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

There are some very significant points to 
be noted in connection with the result of 
the city electionin San Bernardino. In the- 
first Place the result shows that the major- 
ity af citizens are not satisfied with the ad- 
ministration of police regulations. The 
dissatisfaction over the conduct of affairs 
under Marshal Thomas has grown rapidly 
within the last year, under the belief that 
he was not exerting himself to secure the 
enforcément of wrdinantés respecting sa- 
loons, gambling, bawdy houses,etc. John 
C. Ralph, the successful candidate, is 
pledged to the enforcement of . the laws, ir- 
respective of persons. He was first nomi- 
nated by the Citizens’ League and indorsed 
by the Republicans, In the second place 
the cry from the most progressive of the 
citizens fora change in the city govern- 
ment was heard and heeded. The agitation 
respecting the careless framing of ordi- 
nances and the reckless expenditure of the 
city’s funds, the lack of attention to the re- 
quests of the better class of people, all had 


weight inthe campaign. Two Republicans 


and one Democrat were elected. all of them 
having first been nominated bv the Citi- 
zens’ League and afterward indorsed by 
their respectiv: parties. This makes the 
City Council Republican, four to one, 
for the first time in the history 
of the municipality. The convention of 
the Citizens’ League passed a resolu- 
tion in favor of limiting the city tax 
tonot morethan on the $100. The 
Democrats followed with a limit placed at 
75 cents. The Republican convention 
came last and expressed its s@ntiment. in 
favor of a maximum not to exceed 70 
cents. Twoof those elected were standing 
upon the 70-cent limit plank and one upon 
the 75-cent limit plank, all of whom 
started on the $1 rate. ..In the third place, 
the city has expressed its determination 
not to abandon its present progressive pol- 
icy in school matters. This, more than any 
other thing connected with the election, is 
the subject of congratulations among the 
friends of the public schools, and the fight 
for control here was perhaps more bitter 
than for any other office. The three mem- 
bers elected are Democrats, taking the 
places of two Democrats and one Republi- 
can. Assignificant of what a war Wes 
waged upon the School Board matter, was 
the defeat of J. E. Parker for a place here. 
He was the only cakdidate onthe Citizens’ 
League ticket defeated at the polls. 

In the fourth place, the effect of the 
work of the Citizens’ Lsague is a splendid 
exainple of what anon-partizan movement 
by the best citizens canaccomplish. There 
were ten offices to be filled, and the league 
made nominations for nine of~them. Of 
these eight men were elected, all of whom 
were subsequently placed upon ea the 
Democratic or Republican ticket. 

Inthe fifth place, the Prohibitionists’ 
ticket cut no figure, save "to endanger the 
election of the School Board endorsing the 
the present City Superintendentof Schools. 

Finally, the result, as a whole, is most 
satisfactory to the citizens who bear the 
burden of the city and upon whom the pro- 
gress of San Bernardino depends, the

THE BIEWENDS. 


Another Chapter on the Affairs of 
the Mismated Couple. | 


In the Police Court on a Small Promis- 
sory Note Growing Out of Their Do- 
mestic Differences—Old Divorce 
Business Revived. 


Another chapter in the Biewind v 
Biewend tangle of matrimonial infelic- 
ity was begun and all but concluded in 
the Police Court yesterday before Jus- 
tice Seamans in whicn Mrs; Biewend fig- 
ured as plaintiff. The action was to 
compel Mr. Biewind to pay $50 alleged 
to be due from him, by agreement, on a 
note drawn in favor of one Winnigan.

lodging-houses. Finding that they 
could not agree, a sort of pro- 


visional settlement was made where- 
by Mr. Biewend was to take the 
Winthrop and his wife the Calderwood. 
The question of divorce wasthen raised 
and some conditions of the settlement 
depended upon its being granted. 

Jay Hunter and I. H. Johnson 
peared in behalf of Mrs. Biewind and 
W. E. Dunn represented the defense. 

’ Mrs. Biewend was first placed upon 
the stand and related the substance of 
the ground upon which she based her 
claim. She said that themote had been 
given Winnigan by herself, and that in 
the arrangements consummated be- 
tween herself and Mr. Biewend the lat- 
ter agreed to become responsible for 
the payment of $58 on the same. 
When the matter was urged upon him 
later he had refused to fultill his part 
of the agreement. 

Mr. Biewend, on the other hand, 
testified that it was away back in the 
month of June of last year that he met 
Mrs. Biewend in the office or sitting- 
room of the Calderwood and held the 
conversation with her relative to the 
payment of the $58 onthe note. He 
had agreed to pay this upon the con- 
dition that Mrs. Biewend in getting a 
divorce would giveup hisname. He 
afterward refused to do so on the 
ground that Mrs. Biewend had not 
lived up to the many promises she made 
to him. | 
Hunter, one of Mrs. Biewend’s 
attorneys, then aslied to be sworn in 
the matter. He said that at the time 
indicated, when the conversation re- 
ferred to occurred last June, he was 
coming down stairs from his room in 
the Calderwood, when. Mr. or Mrs. 
Biewend calledto him. He was a wit- 
ness to the conversation, and had told 
Biewend there was no use in abusing 
his wife, as there was a better way of 
settlement. 

Biewend then promised to pay the 
$58, and at the same time said 
that he would not live with Mrs. 
Biewend any longer, but would 
take his effects to the Winthrop. Bie- 
wend came to his (Hunter’s) office later 
on and said that he would not pay Ne | 
$58, as Mrs. Biewend had not kept he 
thany promises. The defendant and 
the complaing witness’ testimony coin- 
cided very nearly, the only point re- 
maining in controversy being the ques- 
tion of consideration upon which to fix 
the liability for the payment of the 
amount. 

Attorney Dunn endeavored to ex&ct 
the admission from Mr. Hunter that he 
(Hunter) had taken the case of Mrs. 
Biewend formerly in consideration for 
his room rent at the Calderwood, but

On Sun- 
day Mrs. Sherman and the boy went to 
church, but did not return—for what 
reason he could not say. Sherman also 
stated that he was very desirous of ob- 
taining’ information as to whence his 
family had fled. . 

On the other hand, if the circum- 
stances related by friends of Mrs. Sher- 
man are true—and there is nothing to 
indicate that they are not—the husband 
is far from being the aggrieved party, 
and the course taken. by the wife is 
doubly justifiable. It seems that Mrs. 
Sherman has lived with the man for the 
last ten years simply through fear that, 
‘if she left him, it might work harm to 
herself or her boy George. She is said 
to be of a retiring disposition, and has 
all along shrunk from makihg pub- 
lic the wrongs she has suffered. The 
domestic life of the family for a 
long while back has been anything but 
ahappy one. Sherman always acted 
in a domineering manner, and even re- 
fused to provide the necessaries of life 
for his wife and child. Mrs. Sherman 
thereupon went to work for the Central 
Park Floral Company, and endured her 
husband’s abuse as best she might. 
her emplovers 
found her to-bé-atténtive and quiet, and 
withal so unobstrusive as to win the re-- 
gard and friendship of all with whom 


came ip contact, in business and 


socially. And thus she toiled on day 
after day, returning home at night to 
endure the rough treatment of the man 
to whom she was bound by legal ties 

only. To make her lot a still harder 
one.and add to her cup of bitterness, 
Sherman adopted a similar harsh line 
of usage toward the son, George, giving 
as an excuse that he was becoming dis- 
solute and needed correction. Mrs. 
Sherman nor any of the neighbors ever 
saw the boy under the influence of 
liquor or wandering about with disrep- 
utable companions, as Sherman claimed 
he did. More than once the man drove 
the boy out ofdoors. Several days ago, 
it is said, he compelled both Mrs. Sher- 
man and Geodge to =,leave_ the 
place and then threatened to kill 
them with arazor. Not being able to 
bear the ill-treatment any longer, Mrs. 
Sherman quietly gathered her little be- 
longings together and left the place 
with her boy. She was promptly taken 
in by friends, who had long sympathized 
with her, and properly cared for. She 
could not be seen by the reporter, and 
if she had been, undoubtedly, her 
friends thought, she would refuse from 
natural timidity to make a public accu- 
sation ‘against Sherman. From those 
who are well acquainted with her home 
life, and who were indignant that Sher- 
man should take the part of the injured 
one, the above statement was learned. 

Sherman is said to have but a poor 
record to point back to, it being re- 
ported that he has served time in the 
Joliet prison previous to his coming to 
California. To illustrate his disposi- 
tion toward Mrs. Sherman, gne day 
while with a friend, who was buying a 
pair of shoes for his wife, Sherman 
seemed surprised, and made the boast 
that he had never bought Mrs. Sher- 
mana pairof shoes since they were 
married.

NOT GUILTY. 


John W. Francis Acquitted of 
the Charge of Arson. 


The Verdict Received - With an Out- 
jn burst of Applause. 


The Defendant Overwhelmed With 
. Congratulations. 


The Crgwd Broke Through All Restraint 
and Literally Took Possession of 
the Courtroom, the Judge 
Vacating the Bench, 


The . trial of the case against ex- 
County Recorder John W. Francis, 
charged with arson, was concluded yes- 
terday afternoon, the jury, after a de- 
libération of two ours’ durration, 
acquitting the defendant. 

The courtroom ot Department One 
was packed with spectators when Dis- 
trict Attorney Dillon resumed the clos- 
ing argument for the prosecution at 
10 o’clock in the morning, and such 
was the interest manifested in the clos- 
ing scenes of this celebrated case that 
it was a work of considerable difficulty 
toobtain ingress or egress from the 
chamber. Even atnoon, when a re-

The matter was finally submitted to 
the jury at 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and it was confidently expected that a 
verdict would be returned in a very few 
minutes..

Upon receiving an 
affirmative reply, the bailiff hastened to 
Judge Smith’s chambers, and the Court 
at once ordered that the jury be brought 
into court. The news spread like wild- 


men, women and ciaildren struggled into 


‘the already packed courtroom in a vain 


endeavor to get within earshot. After 
the jurors had taken their seats in the 
box, order was partially restored, and 
Judge Smith asked: 
“Gentlemen of the jury, have you 
agreed upon a verdict?’’ 
‘‘We have, sir.”’ 
‘What is queried the Court. 
‘‘We, the jurors, in the above entitled 
cause, find the defendant not guilty,’’ 


Francis; who had raised from 
his chair by his hands, as the verdict 
was read, fell back with a deep sigh of. 
retief;and tears of joy c wo 
his cheeks, as he turned to greet his 
wife. Mrs. Francis threw her arms 
round her husband’s neck, and, com- 
pletely overcome by emotion, wept 
audibly. 

A roar of applause-burst from th 
‘crowd as the verdict was learned, and 
neither the Court nor bailiff was able to 
make himself heard, on account of the 
noise. 

A scene of the wildest enthusiasm 
ensued, as the friends and acquaintances 
of the defendant and his wife rushed 
upon them pell-mell to offer congrat1- 


lations; and after Francis had publicly } 


expressed his gratitude ‘to the jurors, 
the Court simply vacated the bench 
and retired into his chambers, abandon- 
ing the courtroom to the excited 
crowd,

A Passing Glance at Various Foreign 
Countries. 

One of the largest audiences of the 
course was present at the Unity Club 
lectures last evening. 

W. C. Patterson read a carefully-— 
prepared paper entitled ‘Glimpses of 
Mexico,’? He dwelt somewhat upon the 
ancient Toltec and Aztec races, their 
civilization and history, and then re- 
ferred to the Spanish conquest and the 
results that followed. He described, 
finally, the rise and fall of Maximilian, 
and closed with a tender tribute to 
poor Carlotta. 

Kinza Hirai, a Japanese gentleman 
and a former Buddhist priest, who 
has resided in Los Angeles for a year or 
more, followed with a paper on the 
‘‘Recent Political Revolution in Japan,’ 
He touched briefly on the early historv 
of his country, going back 2500. years 
to the beginning of accredited history. . 


He showed that the Japanese 
are of Aryan stock, and _ not 
Mongolian, as popularly believed. He 


stated that there is as much difference 
between the Chiiese and Japanese lan- 
guages as between the English and Chi- 
nese. .The Japanese use an alphabet of 
their own and also the Chinesé alplia- 
bet, which latter they use to signify 
Japanese words.

The committee appointed by the or- 
ange growers assembled in convention 
at the Chamber.,of Commerce, Los 
Angeles, on the 4th‘day of April, 1893, 
met for action in pursuance thereof in 
Pomona, Tuesday, for the purpose of 
proposing a plan for general organiza- 
tion of local associations, ‘with central 
organizations, so as to unite in solid 
coéperation the orange - growers of 
Southern California, the object and 
purpose whereof "being to provide for. 
marketing of all the orange fruit at the 
lowest possible cost, under uniform 
methods and ina manner to secure to 
each grower a Certain marketing of his 
fruit, and the full average price to be 
obtained in the matket fer the entire 
season. We hereby submit the follow- 
ing plan for adoption by the growers 
generally, and'we invite the earnest 
coéperation of ever grower as neces- 
sary to give success. to this undertak- 


ng.

RAPID READERS. 


Men Who Could Gather the Meaning of # 
Page of a Book at a Glance. 

It has been said of the late Justice Lamar 
that he was able to read a newspaper arti- 
cle or a page of a book at what seemed to 
the observer to be but aglance. Manifest- 
ly this faculty or capacity gave him great 
advantage over ordinary. men. He was 
able to devour books as if he were a liter- 
ary glutton, with the difference that his 

owerful memory enabled him to digest at 
eisure what he had absorbed in haste. 

Macauley possessed the same faculty, 

rhaps, in a yet higher degree. He would 

ke up avolume for an evening’s intel- 
lectual enjoyment, and before he retired 
had the contents’ fully impressed upon 
his marvelous mind. Dickens was an- 
other of these remarkably rapid readers. 
George Eliot’s ‘‘Adam Bede’’ came to him 
one day. Before his ordinary bedtime he 
had read it and:had pronounced this re- 
markable dictum: “That book was written 
by a woman.’”’ Others required days of 
leisure to read it, and the question of au- 
thorship was the riddle of the time in liter- 


man who this happy faculty. 

A book, whether it was a volume of law 
or of diplomatic correspondence, or a work 
of fiction, passed under his eyes as if by a 
quick succession of glances, It Was the 
game with Daniel Webster, whe himself 
stated toa friend that when in college he 
read ‘Don Quixote’ inasingle night. In 
the case of both these distinguished men 
what they. read in this way reappeared in a 
new dress in their speeches and in their 
writings. Of course a retentive memory 
was necessary to render the results of this 
rapid reading available, but it is plain that 
in their capacity to read rapidly they pos- 
sessed an enormous advantage over their 
fellow men, and the question arises, is it 
possible to develop this faculty and make 
it more generally useful in the vast multi- 
plicatior of books? 

It is impossible for the average reader to 
keep pace with the production merely of 
the best, to say nothing of turning back- 
ward to the wealth of the past. Indeed, in 
the hurry of modern life it is scarcely pos- 
sible for the business man, for the society 
woman or the more modest housewife to 
keep pace with the newspapers and snatch 
an occasional hour for the magazines. To 
all of these it would bean inestimable boon 
if they: had the faculty of grasping sen- 
tences, paragraphs and perhaps pages at a 
little more than a glance. Noone but the 
most illitefate now pays attention to the 
letters of which a word is composed. 

_Isit not, possible that by cultivation the 
average reader might catch words and sen- 
tences as letters are now caught by the most 
indifferent readers? A vast deal of energy 
is now devoted to teaching pupils to read 
more or less effectively in public. There is 
careful attention paid to articulation, to 
moderation, inflection, emphasis—all tend- 
ing toward slowness rather than rapidity 
in reading.. What would be the result of 
changing the aim and consequently delib- 
erately modify the process in our public 
schools? Is it not possible that with proper 
training in the more advanced grades—per- 
haps in the very lowest—children might be 
sent forth from the schools with something 
of the capacity which gave Macaulay, Dick- 
ens, Sumner, Webster and Lamar their 
tremendous adventase over others to grasp 
the meaning ard the thought of an author 
without dwelling upon the separate words 
which expressed that thought? It is cer-
